WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Stephen M. Young, D-Ohio, has 
come 
up with a "warmonger" 


label for critics of Kennedy ad- 
ministration Cuban policies. 


Young broke out the tag Mon- 


day for former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon. Young told the 
Senate that by advocating "more 
action than President Kennedy has 
been giving" in Cuba, Nixon was 
calling for "some sort of military 
or naval action." 


The outcome of such action, 


Young contended, could bring nu- 
clear war or at least retaliation 
by the Soviets if one of their ships 
carrying supplies to Cuba were 
fired on. 


Young's theme was that this Is 


a time for deliberation, calcula- 
tion and clear thinking and not for 
precipitous action. 


The Ohio senator combined this 


with the assertion that any lime 
it chose to do so the United 
States could destroy within hours 
any 
missile bases and artillery 


tmplacemenls in Cuba. 


Young's speech was considered 


significant because there was am- 
ple evidence the Kennedy aclminis 
tralion wanted a vomice raised in 
the Senate against the "do some- 
thing about Cuba" chant which 
has been sounded primarily byjdith replied:

been purged from their positions 
in the ranks." he said. 


Meredith said ;,that, he com- 


plained to "the proper authori- 
ties" Thursday, and that the next 
day be was told the situation 
would be corrected. 


On Monday, he said, "Negro 


soldiers were indeed seen again 
among the soldiers. The ones I 
saw, however, were on a garbage 
detail truck and unarmed. 
The 


white members of the detail were 
armed. This condition constitutes 
a dishonor and a disgrace to the 
hundreds of thousands of Negroes 
who wear the uniforms of our mil- 
itary services."
